To give some idea of the work be- 
ing done here to cope with the in- 
fluenza we publish the following. re- 
port from the secretary of the Board 
of Health: 

The first cases of the “Flu” epi- 
demic were detected about Oct. 15th. 
The Board of Health, under ihe the chair- 
menship of Mr. F, Odlin, immediately 
ordered the bl of school, theatres, 
chuyches and pool-rooms, and. enjoin- 
wy 8 the citizers-to adopt all precaution-
